Nor in a Suppreflion of Urine,beforeit appears, 
all things being well weighed, that it depends 
neither upon an Ulcer in the Bladder, nor a Stone 
too big to paſs incither of which Caſes, the 
Patient is to abſtain from all Diureticks, But 
otherwiſe I have often given this Medicine with 
very good Succeſs ; that is to ſay, in bringing 
away the Urine, and Stones with it, not of the 
lealt ſize.
